The 
eountry without exception is tealthy ; the 
longevity of Canadians taking foremost rank 
in vital returns ; the form of government is 
the most popula: in that the people have the 
ehoice of the representatives who make the 
laws ; the school system is the moet literal 
apon the face of the globe—the edurstional 
institutions being largely supported by the 
state, and the remainder made up by tax on 
rateable property—virtually free to those who 
desire education and are otherwise without 
the mezns of obtaining it. 

In re'igious matters the greatest of freedom 
ia allowed, every citizen being mrm ted to 
worship as he pleaes, the clergy are in 
sparsely eettled portions of the country being 
sapjported, for the most part, from a general 
fand, and church edifices are erected wherever 
they are required.

The southern boundary of Manitoba and 
the Canadian Northwest is the 49th parallel, 
er the same latitude as the extreme south

The spring commences about the middle of 
March, when the fields begin to lose their 
winter garb and don they grer—seon to be 
green—appearance, and very often seeding is 
begun the latter days of the month. This 
seeson, for instance, grain has been sown oD 
the 3¢th of the month, in many parts of the 
country, and the eutire crop was in by the 
20th of May, ten days earlier than in the 
Province of Ontario. As machinery is used 
extensively the business of the season is 
attended to with despatch. 

Sammer speedily follows, the warm suns 
being experienced about the lst of Jane, and 
lasting til out in September. As a resul 
vegetation is very rapid, and it is not an 
unfrequent oecurrence’to see wheat harvested 
in fifteen weeks after being sown. Some 
consider the winter frosts an evil, but in this 
eountry they ar a blessing, as in coming 
from the ground until out in June, they keep, 
in the absence of the frequent raiofalls com- 
mou to the other Provinces, the deep, rich 
soil moist until vegetation has attained 
sufficient progr-ss to withstand a season of 
dry weather, if sucl: ehould happen in Juve 
and July; bot usually there are plentiful 
showers these mon hs that advance growth 
with amazing rapdity. Harves'ing begins 
generally in the latter part of August, and is 
finished early in S-pt)mber. As the pleugh- 
ing is ceverally *!] done in the fall, and hai 
rowing cap jr fitably be done also as tie 
frost in no way disturbs the level of the 
ground, as in the other Provisces, s-eding is 
all done iv a hurry in the early spring, and 
as a result the crops ripen nearly at the ssme 
time rendering the harvest a sesson of grest 
activity, lasting only from ten to 20 dave.
